ORDER 


As per the orders read as first and second papers above Government 
revised and refixed the qualification for the post of Civil Surgeon Grade II 
and Assistant District Medical Officer of Health . One of the qualifica 
tions fixed for the post was D.P.H. or three months training in Public 
Health in a Government Medical College in the State for those above the 

age of 50 years as on 1-1-1965 , specialists and Doctors holding Post 
* Graduate Degree/Diploma. The orders took effect from the date of 

publication of the result of the first batch of trainees of D. P. H. i.e. 
25-2-1966 . As per the Order read as third paper above it was ordered 
that for promotion of Medical Oflicers above the age of 40 years to the

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posts of Civil Surgeon Grade II and above D.P.H. Qualification would 
not be insisted upon but that they would be required to undergo three 
months training in Public Health immediately on promotion . This order 
was to have retrospective effect from the dates of orders read as first and 
second papers above . In the order read as fourth paper above, Govern 
ment clarified that Medical Officers holding Post Graduate Degree/ 
Diploma will continue to be eligible for promotion to the posts of Assistant 
District Medical Officer of Health /Civil Surgeon Grade II and above 
whether they are 40 years of age or below provided they have 3 months 
training in Public Health . In the order read as fifth paper above Govern 
ment extended the benefit of exemption from the three months 
training in Public Health before promotion to those Medical Officers 
having Post Graduate Degree/Diploma subject to the condition that the 
course shall be undergone by them after promotion irrespective of the 
fact whether they are 40 years of age or not. As per the Government 
Order read as sixth paper above the retrospective effect of the Government 
Order read as third paper above was cancelled and the order was to take 
effect only from 30-4-1969 . In the Government Order read as seventh 
paper above D. P. H. qualification was deleted from the qualification 
prescribed for the posts of Civil Surgeon Grade II/ Assistant District 
Medical Officer of Health and above . In brief, during the period from 
25-2-1966 to 30-4-1969, D. P.Hor 3 months training in Public Health 
was essential for promotion to the posts of Civil Surgeon Grade II/ 
Assistant District Medical Officer of Health . 

2. According to the orders in the Government Order read as first 
paper above in deputing candidates for D.P.H. or for training in Public 
Health , the selection should be made based on strict seniority in the Depart 

But this could not be done due to various reasons . Considering this 
situation orders were issued in the Government Order read as eigth paper 
above to restore the rank and seniority of those Medical Officers who could 
not acquire the additional qualification of D.P.H /3 months training in 
Public Health in time due to no fault of theirs during the period from 2/66 
to 4/69 on their subsequent acquisition of qualfication . This necessitated a 
review of promotion made and reassignment of ranks of Civil Surgeon 
Grade Il based on eligibility for holding the post on the date of occurance

3. A provisional seniority list of Medical Officers in the category of 
Civil Surgeon Grade II (including Assistant District Medical Officer of 
Health ) of the Health Services Department as on 1-1-1977 , drawn up in 
accordance with the various Government orders in the matter was published 
as per the notification dated 29-6-1979 read as ninth paper above in the 
Kerala Gazette dated 2-10-1979 for information and also calling for 
objections and suggestions if any from the persons concerned . Altogether 
objections and suggestions from 22 Medical Officers were received . 
Government have considered these representations in the light of the 
various Government Orders issued in the matter. -A final-- seniority list of 
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Civil Surgeons Grade II (including Assistant District Medical Officers ) of 
the Health Services Department as on 1-1-1977 has been drawn up rectifying 
genuine omissions and reassigning ranks in deserving cases applying the 
relevant Government Orders in the matter and is appended to this order. 

4 . Government hereby approve the appended list as the final seniority 
list of Civil Surgeons Grade II (Deputy Medical Officers) (including 
Assistant District Medical Officers) of the Health Services Department as 
on 1-1-1977 .

THE BANKING COMPANIES (ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER 

OF UNDERTAKINGS) ACT, 1980 
(Central Act No. 40 of 1980) 

AN 

Act 
to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the undertakings" of certain banking 

companies, having regard to their size, resources, coverage and organisations 
in order further to control the heights of the economy, to meet progressively, and 
serve better, the needs of the development of the economy and to promote the 
welfare of the people, in conformity with the policy of the State towards, 
securing the principles laid down in clauses (b ) and (c) of article 39 of the 
Constitution and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:-- 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Banking 
Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1980 . 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 15th day of 
April, 1980 . 

0. 1971 


Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires , 

(a ) " banking company does not include a foreign company within 
the nucaning of section 591 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ); 

(b ) " corresponding new bank " , in relation to an existing bank, 
means the body corporate specified against such bank in column 2 of 
the First Schedule ; 

(c) " Custodian " means the person who becomes, or is appointed 
a Custodian under section 7 ; 

(d ) " existing bank" means a banking company specificd in 
column 1 of the First Schedule , being a company the total of the demand 
and time liabilities in India of which , as shown in the return as on the 
14th day of March , 1980, furnished to the Reserve Bank under section 42 
of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1994 ( of 1934 ) amounts to not less 
than rupees two hundred crores; 

(e) words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined 
in the Banking Regulation Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1949), have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in that Act. 
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CHAPTER II 
TRANIFER OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF EXISTING BANKS 
3. Establishment of corresponding new banks and business thereof. ( 1) 
On the commencement of this Act, there shall be constituted such 
corresponding new banks as are specified in column 2 of the First Schedule . 

(2) The paid-up capital of every corresponding new bank constituted 
under subsection ( 1) shall , until any provision is made in this behalf in any 
schememade under section 9, be equal to the paid-up capital of the existing 
bank in relation to which it is the corresponding new bank . 

(3) The entire capitalof each corresponding new bank shall stand 
Vested in , and allotted to , the Central Government. 

(4) Every corresponding new bank shall be a body corporate with 
perpetual succession and a common seal with power, subject to the provisions 
of this Act, to acquire, hold and dispose of property, and to contract, and 
may sue and be sued in its name. 

(5). Every corresponding new bank shall carry on and transact the 
business of banking as defined in clause (b ) of section 5 of the Banking 
Regulation Act, 1949 ( 10 of 1919), and may engage in one or more forms of 
business specified in subs tion (1) of section 6 of that Act. 

(6 ) . Every corresponding new bank shall establish a reserve fund to 
which shall be transferred the share premiums and the balance, if any, stan 
ding to the credit of the ieserve fund of the existing bank in relation to 
which it is the corresponding new bank, and such further sums, if any, as 
may be transferred in accordance with the provisions of section 17 of the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949 (10 of 1949) . 


Undertakings of existing banks to vost in corresponding new bants.-- On 
the commencement of this Act, the undertaking of every existing bank shall 
be transferred to, and shall vest in , the corresponding new bank . 

1. General effect of vesting.– (1) The undertaking of cach existing bank 
shall be deemed to include all assets , rights, powers, authorities and privileges 
and all property, movable and immovable, cash balances, reserve funds, invest. 
ments and all other rights and interests in , or arising out of, such proporty 
as were immediately before the commencement of this Act in the ownership , 
possession , power of control of the existing bank in relation to the under 
taking , whether wihin or without India , and all books of accouuts, registers, 
records and all other documents of whatever nature relating thereto and 
shall also be deemed to irclude all borrowings, liabilities and obligations 
of whatever kind then subsisting of the existing bank in relation to the 
undertaking. 

(2) If, according to the laws of any country cutside India, the 
provisions of this Act by themselves are not effective to transfer or vest any 
asset or liability situated in that country which forms part of the under 
taking of an existing bank to, or in , the corresponding new bank , the aflairs 
of the existing bank in relation to such asset or liability shall, on and from 
the comencement of this Act, stand entrusted to the chief executive cfficer 
for the time being of the corresponding new bank , and the chief executive 
officer may exercise all powers and do all such acts and things as may be 
exercised or done by the existing bank for the purpose of effectively transe 
ferring such assets and discharging such liabilities. 

(3 ) The chief executive officer of the corresponding new bank shall, 
in exercise of the powers couferred on him by subsection (2 ), take all such 
steps as may be required by the laws of any uch country outside India for 
the purpose of effecting such transfer or vesting, and may either himself or 
through any person authorised by him in this behalf realise any assets and 
discharge any liability of the existing bank. 

(4 ) Unless otherwise expressly provided by this Act, all contracts, 
deeds, bonds, agreements , powers of attorney , granis of legal sep:esentation 
and other instruments of whatever natune subsisting or having cifect imme 
diately before the commencement of this Act and to which the exiting bank 
is a party or which are in favour of the existing bank shall be of as full torce 
and effect against or in favour of the corresponding new bank, and may be 
enforced or acted upon as fully and effectually as if in the place of the 
existing bank the corresponding new bank had been a party thereto or as if 
they had been issued in favour of the corresponding new bank . 

(5 ) If, immediately before the commencement of this Act, any suit, 
appeal or other proceeding of whatever nature in relation to any business of 
the undertaking which has been transferred under section 4 , is pending by 
or against the existing bank , the same shall not abate , be discontinued or 
be in any way, prejudicially affected by reason of the transfer of the under 
taking of the existing bank or of anything contained in this Act but the suit , 


appeal or other proceeding may by continued , prosecuted and enforced by 
or against the corresponding new bank . 

(6) Nothing in this Act shall be construed as applying to the assets, 
rig ts, powers, authorities and privileges and property, movable and 
immovable , cash balances and investments in any country outside India (and 
other I ghts and interests in , or arising out of, such pro , erty ) and borrow 
ings, abilities and obligations of whatever kind subsisting immediately 
before the coinmencement of this Act, of any existing bank operating in 
that country if , under the laws in force in that country, it is not permissible 
for a banking company , owned or controlled by Government, to carry on 
thc business of banking there . 


CHAPTER in 

PAYMENT_OF AMOUNT 
6. Payment of amount.- (1) Every existing bank shall be given by the 
CentralGovernment such amount in respect of the transfer, under section 4 , 
to the corresponding new bank of the undertaking of the existing bank as 
is specified against each such bank in the Second Schedule. 

(2) The amount referred to in subsection (1) shall be given to every 
existing bank , at its option , 

(a ) in cash (to be paid by cheque drawn on the Reserve Bank) 
in three equal annual instalments, the amount of each instalment carry 
ing interest at the rate of five and a half per cent per annum from the 
commencement of this Act ; or 

(b ) in salcable or otherwise transferable promissory notes or stock 
certificates of the Central Government issued and repayable at par, and 
maturing at the end of - 

(i) ten years from the commencement of this Act and carrying 
interest from such commencement at the rate of six per cent per 
annun , or 

( ii ) thirty years from the con.inencement of this Act and earrying 
interest from such commencement at the rate of seven per cent per 
annum , or 

(c) partly in cash (to be paid by cheque drawn on the Reserve 
Bank) and partly in such number of securities specified in sub clause (i) 
or sub clause ( ii ), or both of clause (b ), as may be required by the 
existing bank; or 

(d) partly in such number of securities specified in sub clause (i) 
of clause ( ) and partly in such number of securities specified in sub 
clause (ii) of that clause , as may be required by the existing bank . 

(3 ) The first of the three cqual annual instalments referred to in 
clause (a ) of subsection (2) shall be paid , and the securities referred to in 
clauze (b ) of that sub seciion shall be issued , within sixty days from the date 
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of receipt by the Central Government of the option referred to in that sub 
section , or where no such option has been excrcised , from the latest date 
before which such option ought to have been excrcised . 

(4) . The option referred to in sub -section (2 ) shall be exercised by 
every existing bank before the expiry of a period of three months from the 
commencement of this Act (or within such further time, not exceeding three 
months, as the Central Governmentmay, on the application of the existing 
bank , allow ) and the option so exercised shall be final and shall not be 
altered or rescinded after it has been exercised . 

(5) Any existing bank which omits is fails to exercise the option 
referred to in sub- section (2 ), within the time specified in subsection ( 4), 
shall be deemed to have opted for payment in securities specified in sub 
clause (i) of clause (b ) of sub -section (2 ) . 

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this section , any existing 
bank may, before the expiry of three mooths from the cuminencement of 
this Act (or within such further time, not exceedirg three months, as the 
Central Governmentmay , on the application of the existing bins, allow ) 
make an application in willing to the Central Government for an interim 
payment of an amount equal to seven y -five per cent of the amount of the 
paid -up capital of such bank, immediately belore such commencement, indi 
cating therein whether the payment is desired in cash or in securities specified 
in sub -section (2), or in both . 

(7 ) The Central Governinent shall , within sixty da,s from the 
receipt of the appliction referred to in sub -section (6 ), make the interija 
payment to the existing bank in accordance with the option indicated in 
such application . 

(8) The interim paynent made to an existing bank under sub . 
section (7 ) shall be set off a . ainst the total a nount payable to such existing 
bank under this Act and the balance of the amount remaining outstanding 
after such payment shall be given to the existing bink in accordance with 
the option exercised , or deemed to have been exercised , under sub -section 
(4 ) or sub.section (5 ), asthe case may be: 

Provided that where any part of the interim paynient is obtained by 
an existing bank in cash , the payment so obtaired shall be set off in the 
first instance, against the first instment of the cash payment referred to 
in sub -section (2 ), and in case the payment so obtained exceeds the arount 
of the first instalment, the excess an ount shall be adjuste 1 against the second 
instalment and the balance of such excess amount, if any , against the third 
instalment of the cash payment . 

CHAPTER IV 
MANAGEMENT OF CORRESPONDING NZK BANES 
7. Head office and management.- ( 1 ) The lead lice of cach 
corresponding new bank shall be at such place as the Central Governmc.t 
may , by notification in the Oflicial Gazette, specify in this behalf, and , 


until any such place is su specified , shall be at such place at which the 
head office of the existing bank, in relation to which it is the corresponding 
new bank , is on the commencement of this Act, located . 

(2). The general superintendence, direction and management of the 
affairs and business of a corresponding new bank shall vest in a Board 
of Directors which shall be entitled to exercise all such powers and do 
all such acts and things as the corresponding new bank is authorised to 
exercise and do. 

(3) (a ) As soon as may be after the cominencement of this Act, the 
Central Government shall, in consultation with the Reserve Bank, con 
stitute the first Board of Directors of a corresponding new bank , con 
sisting of not more than seven persons, to be appointed by the Central 
Government, and every director so appointed shall hold office until the 
Board of Directors of such corresponding, new bank is constituted in 
accordance with the scheme made under section 9 : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if it is of opinion that, 
it is necessary in the interests of the corresponding new bank so to do, 
remove a person from the membership of the first Board of Directors 
and appoint any other person in his place . 

(b ) Every member of the first Board of Directors (not being an 
odlicer of the CentralGovernment or of the Reserve Bank) shall receive 
such remuneration as is equal to the remuneration which a member of 
the Board of Directors of the existing, bank as entitled to receive 
immediately before the commencement of this Act. 

( 4) Until the first Board of Directors is appointed by the Central 
Government ur:der sub-section (3), the general superintendence , direc 
tion and management of the affairs and business of a corresponding new 
bank shall vest in a Custodian , who shall be the chief executive officer 
of that bank and may exercise all powers and do all acts and things as 
may be exercised or done by that bank . 

(5 ) The Chairman of an existing bank holding office as such imme 
diately before, the commencement of this Act, shall be the Custodian of 
the corresponding new bank and shall receive the same emoluments as 
he was receiving immediately before such con mencement. 

Provided that the Central Government may , if the Chairman of an 
existing bank declincs to become, or to continue to function as, a Cus 
todian of the corresponding new bank or, if it is of opinion that it is necessary 
in the interests of the corresponding new bank so to do, appoint 
any other person as the Custodian of a corresponding new bank and the 
Custodian so appointed shall receive such emoluments as the Central 
Government may specify in this behalf . 

Explanation . - In this sub - section and in sub-section (1 ) of section 
12, the expression " Chairman " in relation to any existing bank, includes 
the person carrying out the duties of the Chairman or otherwise func 
tioning as the chief executive officer of that bank. 
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(6 ) The Custodian shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
Central Government. 

8. Corresponding now banks to be guided by the directions of the Central 
Government. -Every corresponding new bank shall, in the discharge of its 
functions, be guided by such directions in regard to matters of policy in 
volving public interest as the Central Government may , after consultation 
with the Governor of the Reserve Bank , give . 

9. Power of Central Government to make scheme.- (1) The Central 
Governmentmay, after consultation with the Reserve Bank , make a scheme 
for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, the said scheme may provide for all or any of the follow 
ing matters, namely : 

(a ) the capital structure of the corresponding new bank, so how 
cver that the pai l-up capital of any such bank shall not bo in excess 
of rupees bfteen crores; 

(b ) the constitution of the Board of Directors, by whatever 
name cailed , of the corresponding new bank and all such matters in 
connection therewith or incidental thereto as the Central Government 
may consider to be necessary or expedient; 

(c ; the reconstitution of any corresponding new bank into two 
or inore corporations, the amalgamation of any corresponding new 
bank with any other corresponding new bank or with another bank 
ing institution, the transfer of the whole or any part of the under 
taking of a corresponding new bank to any other banking, institution 
or the transfer of the whole or any part of the undertaking of any 
other banking institution to a corresponding new bank ; 

(d ) such incidental, consequential and supplemental matters as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(3 ) . Every Board of Directors of a corresponding new bank, consti 
tuted u.der any schememade under sub-section (1), shall include 

(a ) representatives of the employees, and of depositors, of such 
bank ; and 

(b ) such other persons as may represent the interests of each of 
the following categories, namely , farmers, workers and artisans, 
to be elected or nominated in such manner as may be specified in the 
scheme. 

The Central Government inay , after consultation with the 
Reserve Bank, make a scheine to amend or vary any scheme made under 
sub-section (1) 

(5 ) Every scherae made by the Central Governmen , under this Act 
shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of 
Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of thiry days which 
may be comprised in one sexion or in two or more fuccessive sessions,

and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the session 
or the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the scheme or both Houses agree that the scheme should 
not be made, the scheme shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so however , that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously donc under that scheme. 


CHAPTER V 
MISCELLANEOUS 


10. Closure of accounts and disposal of profits :-(1) Every corresponding 
new bank shall cause its books to be closed and balanced on the 31st day 
of December of each year and shall appoint, with the previous approval of 
the Reserve Bank , auditors for the audit of its accounts . 

( 2) Every auditor of corresponding new bank shall be a person 
who is qualified to act as an auditor of a company under section 226 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) and shall receive such remuneration as the 
Reserve Bank may fix in consultation with the Central Government. 

(3) Every auditor shall be supplied with a copy of the annual 
balance- sheet and profit and loss account and a list of all books kept by the 
corresponding new bank , and it shall be the duty of the auditor to examine 
the balance sheet and profit and loss account with the accounts and 
vouchers relating thereto, and in the performance of his duties, the auditor 

( a ) shall have, at all reasonable times, access to the books, 
accounts and other documents of the corresponding new bank ; 

(b) may, at the expense of the corresponding new bank , employ 
accountants other persons in 

assist him in investigating such 
accounts; and 

(c) may, in relation to such accounts, examine the Custodian 
or any officer or other employee of the corresponding new bank. 

(4) Every auditor of a corresponding new bank shall make a 
report to the Central Government upon the annual balance sheet and 
accounts and in every such report shall state- 

(a ) whether , in his opinion , the balance sheet is a full and fair 
balance-sheet containing all the necessary particulars and is properly 
drawn up so as to exhibit a true and fair view of the affairs of the 
corresponding new bank ,and in case he had called for any explanation 
or information , whether it has been given and whether it is 
satisfactory ; 

(b ) whether or not the transactions of the corresponding new 
bank , which have come to his notice, have been within the powers of 
that bank; 


or 
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(c ) whether or not the returns received from the offices and 
branches of the corresponding new bank have been found adequate 
for the purpose of his audit ; 

(a ) whether the profit and loss account shows a true balance of 
profit or loss for the period covered by such account; and 

(e) any other matter which he considers should be brought to 
the notice of the Central Government. 

(5) The report of the auditor shall be verified , signed and transmitted 
to the Central Government. 

(6 ) The auditor shall also forward a copy of the audit report to the 
corresponding new bank and to the Reserve Bank. 

(7) After making provision for bad and doubtful debts, depreciation 
in assets , contributions to staff and superannuation funds and all other 
matters for which provision is necessary under any law , or which are 
usually provided for by banking companies, a corresponding new bank shall 
transfer the balance of profits to the Central Government. 

(8) The Central Government shall cause every auditor s report and 
report on the working and activities of each corresponding new bank to be 
laid for not less than thirty days before cach House of Parliament as 
soon as may be after each such report is received by the Central 
Government. 

11. Corresponding new bank deemed to be an Indian company.-- For the 
purposes of the Income-tax Act, 1961, (43 of 1961 ) every corresponding new 
bank shall be deemed to be an Indian company and a company in which 
the public are substantially interested . 

12. Vacation of office of Chairman etc .- (1 ) Every person holding office , 
immediately before the commencement of this Act, as Chairman of an 
existing bank shall, if he becomes Custodian of the corresponding new bank , 
be deemed , on such commencement, to have vacated office as such 
Chairman . 

(2). Save as otherwise provided in sub -section ( 1) , every officer or 
other employee of an existing bank shall become, on the commencement 
of this Act, an officer or other employee, as the case may be, of the corres 
ponding new bank and shall hold his office or service in that bank on the 
same terms and conditions and with the same rights to pension , gratuity 
and other matters as would have been admissible to him if the undertaking 
of the existing bank had not been transferred to and vested in the 
corresponding new bank and continue to do so unless and until his 
employment in the corresponding new bank is terminated or until his 
remuneration , terms or conditions are duly altered by the corresponding 
new bank , 

( 3) For the persons who immediately. before the commencement of 
this Act were the trustees for any pension , provident, gratuity or other 
like fund constituted for the cfficers or other employees of an existing

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bank, there shall be substituted as trustees such persons as the Central 
Government may , by general or special order , specify . 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) , or in any other law for the time being in force, the 
transfer of the services of any officer or other employee from an existing bank 
to a corresponding new bank shall not entitle such officer or other em 
ployee to any compensation under this Act or any other law for the time 
being in force and no such claim shall be entertained by any court, 
tribunal or other authority . 

13. Obligations as to fidelity and secrecy.- ( 1). Every corresponding 
new bank shall observe, except, as otherwise required by law , the practices 
and usages customary among bankers, and, in particular, it shall not divulge 
any information relating to or to the affairs of its constituents except in 
circumstances in which it is, in accordance with law or practices and usages 
customary among bankers , necessary or appropriate for the corresponding 
new bank to divulge such information. 

(2) Every director, member of a local board or a committee, or 
auditor, adviser , officer or other employ : c of a corresponding new bank shall, 
before entering upon his duties, make a declaration of fidelity and secrecy 
in the form set out in the Third Schedule . 

( 3) Every Custodian of a corresponding new bank shall, as soon as 
possible, make a declaration of fidelity and secrecy in the form set out 
in the Third Schedule . 

14. Custodian to be public servant.-- Every Custodian of a corresponding 
new bank shall be deemed to be a public servant for the purposes of Chapter 
IX of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860). 

15. Certain defects not to invalidate acts or proceedings.- (1) All acts 
done by the Custodian , acting in good faith , shall, notwithstanding any 
defect in his appointment or in the procedure, be valid . 

(2 ) No act or proceeding of any Board of Directors or a local board 
or committee of a corresponding new bank shall be invalid merely on 
the ground of the existence of any vacancy in , or defect in the constitution 
of, such board or committee, as the case may be.. 

(3 ) All acts done by a person acting in good faith as a director or 
member of a local board or committee of a corresponding new bank shall 
be valid , notwithstanding that it may afterwards be discovered that his 
appointment was invalid by reason of any defect or disqualification or 
had terminated by virtue of any provision contained in any law for the 
timebeing in furce : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to give validity 
to any act by a director or member of a local board or committee of a 
corresponding new bank after his appointment has been shown to the 
corresponding new bank to be invalid or to have terminated . 
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16. Indemnity .- ( 1) Every Custodian of a corresponding new 
bank and every officer of the CentralGovernment or of the Reserve Bank 
and every officer or other employee of a corresponding new bank , shall be 
indemnified by such bank against all losses and expenses incurred by him 
in or in relation to the discharge of his duties except such as have been 
caused by his own wilful act or default. 

(2) A director or member of a local board or committee of a corres 
ponding new bank shall not be responsible for any loss or expense cause 1 
to such bank by the insufficiency or deficiency of the value of, or title to, 
any property or security acquired or taken on behalf of the corresponding 
new bank , or by the insolvency or wrongful act of any customer or debtor 
or by anything done in or in relation to the execution of the duties of 
his office, unless such loss, expense, insufficiency or deficiency was due 
to any wilful act or default on the part of such director or member. 

17. Construction of references to existing banks. - Any reference to any 
existing bank in any law , other than this Act, or in any contract or other 
instrument shall, in so far as it relates to the undertaking which has been 
transferred by section 4 , be construed as a reference to the corresponding 
new bank . 

18. Dissolution .-- No provision of law relating to winding up of 
corporations shall apply to a corresponding new bank and no corresponding 
new bank shall be placed in liquidation save by order of the Central 
Government and in such manner as it may direct. 

19. Power to make regulations ( 1) The Board of Directors of a 
corresponding new bank may , after consultation with the Reserve Bank and 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, make regulations, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act or any scheme made there 
under, to provide for all matters for which provision is expedient for the 
purpose of giving effect to the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, the regulations may provide for all or any of the following 
matters , namely : 

(a ) the powers, functions and duties of local boards and restric 
tions, conditions or limitations, if any, subject to which they may be 
exercised or performed , the formation and constitution of local com 
mittees and committees of local boards (including the number of 
members of any such committee), the powers functions and duties 
of such committees, the holding of meetings of local committees and 
committees of local boards and the conduct of business thereat; 

(b ) the manner in which the business of the local boards shall 
be transacted and the procedure in connection therewith ; 

(c ) the delegation of powers and functions of the Board of Direc 
tors of a corresponding new bank to the general manager , director, 
officer or other employee of that bank ; 
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( d ) the conditions or limitations subject to which the correspond 
ing new bank may appoint advisers, officers or other employees and 
fix their remuneration and other terms and conditions of service : 

(e) the duties and conduct of advisers, officers or other employees 
ofthe corresponding new bank; 

(f) the establishment and maintenance of superannuation . pen 
sion , provident or other funds for the benefit of officers or other 
employees of the corresponding new bank or of the dependants of 
such officers or other employees and the granting of superannuation 
allowances, annuities and pensions payable out of such funds; 

(g ) the conduct and defence of legal proceedings by or against 
the corresponding new bank and the manner of signing pleadings; 

(h ) the provision of a seal for the corresponding new bank and 
the manner and effect of its use: 

the form and manner in which contracts binding on the 
corresponding new bank may be executed ; 

(i) the conditions and the requirements subject to which loans 
or advances may bemade or bills may be discounted or purchased by 
the corresponding new bank ; 

(k ) the persons or authorities who shall administer any pension 
provident or other fund constituted for the benefit of officers or other 
employees of the corresponding new bank or their dependants; 

(1) the preparation and submission of statements of programmes 
of activities and financial statements of the corresponding new bank 
and the period for which and the time within which such statements 
and estimates are to be prepared and submitted ; and 

(m ) generally for the efficient conduct of the affairs of the 
corresponding new bank. 

(3 ). Until any regulation is made under subsection (1), the articles 
of association of the existing bank and every regulation , rule , bye -law or 
order made by the existing bank in force immediately before the com 
mencement of this Act shall be deemed to be the regulations made under 
subsection (1) and shall have effect accordingly and any reference therein 
to any authority of the existing bank shall be deemed to be a referenec to 
the corresponding authority of the corresponding new bank and until 
any such corresponding authority is constituted under this Act shall be 
deemed to refer to the Custodian . 

20. Amendment of certain enactments.- (1) In the Banking Regulation 
Act, 1949 (10 of 1949), - 

(a ) in section 34A , in subsection (3 ), for the words and any 
subsidiary bank ” , thc words, figures and brackets " a corresponding 
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new bank constituted under section 3 of the Banking Companies 
( Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1980, and any subsi 
diary bank” shall be substituted; 

(b ) in section 36AD , in subsection ( 3 ), for the words and any 
subsidiary bank” , the words, figures and brackets " a corresponding 
new bank constituted under section 3 of the Banking Companies 
(Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1980, and any subsi 
diary bank " shall be substituted ; 

(c ) in section 51, for the words " or any other banking institution 
notified by the Central Government in this behalf ” , the words, figures 
and brackets " or any corresponding new bank constituted under 
section 3 of the Banking Companies ( Acquisition and Transfer of 
Undertakings) Act, 1980, or any other banking institution notified by 
the Central Government in this behalf” shall be substituted . 

(2 ) In the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, (14 of 1947 ), in section 2, 
in clause (bb ), for the words " and any subsidiary bank ” , the words, figures 
and brackets " a corresponding new bank constituted under section 3 of the 
Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer ofUndertakings) Act, 1980 , 
and any subsidiary bank " shall be substituted . 

(3) In the Banking Companies (Legal Practitioner s Client s 
Accounts ) Act, 1949 , (46 of 1949 ) in section 2, in clause (a), for the words

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken , including any order made, notification issued or direction given , 
under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done, taken , made , 
issued or given , as the case may be, under the correspon iing provisions of 
this Act.

THE CINE-WORKERS WELFARE FUND ACT, 1981 

(No. 33 of 1981) 

AN 

Act 
to provide for the Arancing of activitios to promoto tho wolfare of certain cine-workers. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be called 
the Cine -workers Welfare Fund Act , 1981 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " cinematograph film " has the same meaning as in the Cine 
matograph Act, 1952 , (37 of 1952) 

(b ) " cine-worker" means an individual 

(i) who has been employed , directly or through any contractor 
or in any other manner, in or in connection with the production of 
not less than eve feature Almus to work as an artiste (including actor, 
musician or dancer ) or to do any work, skilled , unskilled , manual, 

supervisory , technical, artistic or otherwise ; and

( ii) whose remuneration with respect to such employment in or 
in connection with the production of cach of any five feature films, 
has not exceeded , where such remuneration has been by way of 
monthly wages, a sum of one thousand rupees per month , and where 
such remuneration has been by way of a lump sum , a sum of five 
thousand rupees ; 

(c) " feature film " means a full-lenth cinematograph film produced 
wholly or partly in India with a format and a story !woven around a 
number of characters where the plot is revealed mainly through 
dialogues and not wholly through narration , animation or cartoon 
depiction and does not include an advertisement film ; 

(d ) " Fund" means the Cine-workers Welfare Fund formed under 
section 3 ; 

(e ) " Prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; 

(f) " producer" . in relation to a feature film , means the person 
by whom arrangements necessary for the making of such film (in 
cluding the raising of finance and engaging cine-workers for such 
film -making ) are undertaken . 

3. Cine-workers Welfare Fund. There shall be formed a Fund , to be 
called the Cine-workers Welfare Fund , and there shall be credited thereto 

(a ) such amounts as the Central Government may, after due 
appropriation made by Parliament by law in this behalf , provide from out 
of the proceeds of the duty of excise credited under section 5 of the 
Cine-workers Welfare Cess Act, 1981, after deducting therefrom the cost 
of collection as determined by the Central Government under this Act ; 

(6 ) any grants made to the Fund by the Central Government ; 
(c) any money received as donations for the purposes of this Act; 

(d ) any income from investment of the amounts in the Fund ; 
4. Application of fund.- (1 ) The Fund shall be applied by the 
Central Covernment to meet the expenditure incurred in connection with 
measures and facilities which , in the opinion of that Government, are 
necessary or cxpedient to promote the welfare of cine -workers ; and, in 
particular, 

(a ) to defray the cost of such welfare measures or facilities 
for the benefit of cine-workers as may be decided by the Central 
Government ; 

(b ) to provide assistance in the form of grants or loans to 
indigent cine-workers ; 

( c ) to sanction any money in- aid of any scheme for the 
welfará of the cine-workers which is approved by the Central 
Government ; 

(d ) to meet the allowances, if any, of the members of the 
Advisory Committees, and the Central Advisory Committec 

con 
stituted under sections 5 and 6 respectively and the salarics 

and 
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allowances, if any , of persons appointed under section 8 ; 

(e ) any other expenditure which the Central Government 
may direct to be defrayed from the Fund. 

(2) The Central Government shall have power to decide whether 
any particular expenditure is or is not debitable to the Fund , and is 
decision shall be final. 

5. Advisory Commttiees.- (1) The Central Government may constitute 
as many Advisory Committees as it thinks fit to advice the Central 
Government on such matters arising out of the administration of this 
Act as may be referred to it by that Government including matters 
relating to the application of the Fund .
